EDITORS BBPSM-ICAIJ:—Good morning' 


Although so far away from home it seems 
although all we have to do is to rise and 
shake hands, (as you have kept us so well 
polled through jour excellent paper.) I 
will give jou a short description of onr 
present home. We arrived here on the 
17lh of July, procured a Splendid board- 
ing house, and beheld for the first time 
the Grand Old Ocean1 It is a beautiful 
sight, on a clear day, to see from 30 to 50 
sail vessels out on the water, and from 50 
to 100, and even as high ai 300 people, all 
in bathing at once, (for we have three dif- 
ferent places of bathing within half a 
mile.) And it is a funny sight to see the 
minister and digniBed professor lay aside 
their stately robes, don the Bloomer cos- 
tume, and plunge into the water with all 
the ardor of a school boy. It is so funny 
to watch the breakers, 10 to 15 feet high, 
throw them all in one heap on shore, re- 
gardless of age, title or color 
Many are 


very much benefitted. Mr. Haworth is 
in better health than he has enjoyed for a 
year or two, owing to sea bathing. This 
is a beautiful village, nearly a mile long, 
with cottages and tents, all built with 
fancy porches, decorated in the Swiss 
style, with flowers in some ot the yards, 
and many hanging shells, boxes, etc , 
filled with flowers, making it very attrac- 
tive. The ground for this is all made, as 
they will not grow in the native soil, 
which is sand. Between this and Asbury 
Park is a beautiful little lake, called Wes 
ley Lake, on the surface of which may be 
seen gaily decorated little boats, 400 pri- 
vate and 200 public Both sides of the 
lake, for three-quarters of a mile, are lin- 
ed with picturesque cottages 


We visited Long Branch, which is a 


very fashionable place, and has several 
splendid Hotels. West End Hotel is one 
block long and four stories high. All the 
cottages have beautiful lawns and flower 
gardens, and even some of the stables are 
covered with flowers Gen Grant has a 
cottage here Then they have au mm 
pier, extending, I should say, near -lOO 
feet out, where boats leave mice a dj? 
for New York This was hmlt at a cost 
of fWO.OOO, and has a cover nuii heats all 
the way out, miking s buauiiful pavilion 
And last, but not lean «<• viMieJ Hi.ey's 
Garden, which inclurtts oil ucrcs uf the 
most beautifully laul nui ifmuuda, serpen- 
tine walks, foliage IK..I-, und stainary | 
from three tb ten leet high, and all the

One curiosity was a banana tree 


in bloom, and truiton it at the same time 
Besides this there are at least half a doz- 
en other hot houses, one exclusively for 
roses 


At Ocean Grove there are religious 


meetings of some kind all the time. The 
missionary meetings are very interesting, 
one speaker being a native of Hindoostan 
The Women's Temperance Union have 
one very interesting speaker especially, a 
Mrs Ellen S Foster, of Iowa, who is a 
practicing lawyer, and was listened to by 
a very appreciative audieuce, which by 
the way, was quite a compliment, as the 
eastern people are not as far advanced in 
this work as our western folks 
I also 


attended a Sunday School of 2900 chil- 
dren and adults, and the singing was very 
good There are three places of worship 
The Auditorium, with pulpit, seats and 
lights, Hll under cover, will accommodate 
four thousand people Then the Taber 
nacle, an enclosed building, sealing at 
least 1300; and the Temple, which is fill- 
ed every Sunday with the infant class. 
At the surf meeting—preaching on sea 
shore at six o'clock every Sunday after- 
noon—there were 25,000 present to-day 
The camp meeting commences on next 
Tuesday, and then we shall have to be 
"very good "
